It behooves all 
vib grow them valine to secure 
as great a yield as pom from any 
area, since the shortage of labor cur- 
tails any very ineréased acreage 

From experiments conducted at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, a num of conclusions have 
been drawn which it is hoped may be 
of value not only to tne farmer, but 
to the townsman who grows a smal! 
patch of tubers in the back yard . 

From May 15th, to May ‘30th, gen- 
erally speaking, is the best time to 
plant potatoes. Those planted ear- 
lier than this do not yield much, if 
any ‘heavier, while they run.a great- 
er chance of rotting during a cold 
spring, or of being frosted if they ap- 
pear above the ground too early. 
Planting a month later than the time 
recommended has reduced the yield 
one hundred and ninety three bushels 
per acre, Seed sprouted in the sun- 
light for a couple of weeks until short 
green sprouts appear at the eyes, has 
given an earlier and heavier cro} 
than has ordinary planting. This me- 
thod can be recommended to those who 
have a limited area and desire to raise 
a maximum crop. It has been found 
that cuttings with three eyes 
from good sound, medium sized tu- 
bers give the best results. Rather 
poor yields may be expected from the 
use of small potatoes for seed, and 
a large proportion of the crop is found 
to consist of small, unmarketable tu- 
bers. A system of selecting and plant- 
ing only the best healthy potators is 
bound to give the greatest yields du- 
ring a number of years. 

The control of disease is becoming 
more a problem each year, but fort- 
unately scab is the most common of 
potato disease. For this seed should 
be immersed for three hours in a sol- 
ution of formalin one pound to thirty 
gallons of water, or better still, a 1 
2000 solution of bi-chloride of mer- 
cury. This latter chemical is highly 
poisonous, and should be put only in 
wooden vessels, as it will corrode iron. 
In cutting seed, two knives should be 
used one being put in a disinfecting 
solution whenever a diseased tuber is 
cut into. 

The land that is to be seeded to po- 
tatoes should be well worked to a dep: 
of six or eight inches and if possible 
a soil that is not heavy or wet should 
be chosen. The sets should be drop- 
ped about fourteen to sixteen inches 
apart, in rows that are two and one- 
half’feet apart. Where there is 
plenty of land and not very mueh 
seed, planting may be done a little 
farther apart. 

A great deal of hand labor may be 
saved by thoroughly harrowing the 
land whenever any weeds appear 


from the time of planting until the! 


young potato shoots about six inches 
high. As soon as the rows are clearly 
defined by the young plants, and from 
then on, the single horse cultivator can 
be used whenever it is necessary ei- 
ther to kill weeds or form a soil mulch. 
This method has been found to do 
away with a great deal of hoeing. 
For harvesting nothing can equal 
a potatoe digger, and where possible, 
a group of three or four farmers 
would do well to form a company for 
the purchase of a digger. The time 
honored custom of ploughing the 
potatoes out and digging with a fork 
gives good results for small patches. 
According to a system of charging 
cost adopted at this station several 
years ago, the cost of producing and 
putting into the cellar a bushel of po- 
tatoes in 1917 was 15.2 cents. Allow- 
*ing a liberal increase for the cost of 
production at the present time of high- 


priced labor, there is still a very good ! 


profit to be made from potato grow- 
ing. A yield of eight hundred and 
thirty-seven and one half bushels 
was secured from two acres planted 
of which all costs of production were 
recorded. 

A considerable sum of money is 
lost each year by farmers marketing 
potatoes of all sizes and colors known 
in the various varieties. A white po 
tutoe is in greatest demand. It is 
well worth the trouble for a commun. 
ity to grow at least all one color of 
tuber, and, if possible, one variety 
They can then be shipped in carloads 
from one station, and will net the pro 
ducer a better price. If they are gra 
ded so as to remove the small and 
immature potatoes, the sample will be 
of greater value and serve the double 
purpose of providing a more satisfied 
consumer and producer

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Aart TAX ON FARM LAND 


That machinery is created whereby 
direct taxes may be applied for any 
purpose in the future, besides the con- 
tribution of $800,000 to to the pat- 
riotie fund, is evident by a perusal of 


printed cdpies of the new supplement 
ary revenue act. Thé act was well 


ee outlined yesterday by Hon. C. R. Mit- 


‘‘chell, provincial treasurer, and some 
of its chief points are as follows: 

Levies in urban units, meaning cit- 
ies, towns and villages are to be at 
thé rate of one mill on the dollar of 
assessablé property. 

Levies, on rural units, meaning rural 
municipalities, local improvement dis- 
tricts, or large local improvement dis- 
tricts, are to be made at a rate of four 
cents on each acre of rateable land, 
with a minimum of 25 cents on all tax- 
able persons. Land under grazing 
leases shall be levied on at the rate of 
one cent per acre. 

A paid commissioner shall have pow- 
er to reduce the rate throughout the 
entirety of any rural unit, but not un- 
der under two cents per acre. 

Such reduction shall take into con- 
sideration “the general circumstances 
of the rural unit affected, and, in part- 
icular, shall consider the stage of de- 
velopment, agricultural or other, of 
such unit. 

The-_method of taxation in urban or 

“yural units shall follow the provisions 
of its particular municipal act. 

The tax shall be in addition to all 
other taxes levied in the units. 

The proceeds of the tax go into the 
general revenue fund of the province. 

One of the most important provis- 
ions of the act is that which provides 
that this tax takes precedence of all 
other taxes in collection this section 
reading as follows;

are paid shall be deducted from the 
payment and credited by the assessor 
to a separate trust account to be cal- 
led ‘the Supplementary Revenue Tax 
Account’. If the amount of the taxes 
so received does not exceed the am- 
ount payable in respect of the said 
land aB a supplementary revenue tax, 
the whole amount received shall be 
credited to the said account.” 

The act also provides for the pay- 
ment to each municipality of five per 
cent. of the amount collected by it un- 
der the provisions of the act. 

Urban units must forward state- 
ments of the assessed value of the rat- 
eable land therein, rural units a state- 
nent of acreage of rateable land there- 
in, and municipalities an annual state- 
meyt of the supplementary revenue ac- 
count to the minister of municipal af- 
fairs. 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council 
may borrow monies in anticipation of 
the collection of the tax. 

The concluding section reads: 

“The minister of municipal affairs 
may make rules and regulations and 
prescribe forms for the purpose of car 
rying out the provisions of the act and 
upon their approval by the lieutenant 
governor they shall be read and 
construed as if they formed part of 
this act and the minister of municipal 
affairs may alter the date for forward- 
ing any statement hereinbefore pre- 
scribed and with respect to any urban 
or rural unit shall have all such fur- 
ther or other powers as are given to 
him by the municipal act appropriate 
to such unit.”

FOR VITALITY 


This year’s crops will mean much to 
the world at large, and to the farmers 
of this district, so do not take a chan- 
ce on the seed you sow. 

Results of germination tests of 
grain in many districts of Central Al- 
berta indicate low vitality in seed 
which was expected to show strong 
germination. In some districts where 
it would appear that there had been 
no frost prior to the cutting of the 
grain, oats are showing a germination 
of forty per cent. and less, and bar- 
ley is even lower in vitality in these

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DIRECT TAX IS 
PUT ON LANDS 


It has arrived. As we predicted a 
year ago, the Province having squan- 
dered alt its available resources is for- 
ted to résort to a direct tax on farm 
lands to raise revenue. 

The tax is being put through as we 
then hinted in the guise of a patriotic 
fund tax, but the patriotic end of it is 
very light when compared with the 
amount of money the government is 
going to raise by the tax. 

Four cents per acre is the amount of 
the levy mentioned in the proposed 
act and four cents per acre from the 
province will give a few million dol- 
lars, instead of $8000,000 the zovern- 
ment is paying into the Patriotic 
Fund. The balance of over a million 
will go into general revenue, as is 
provided in the bill. A levy of four 
cents per acre on the Red Deer Con- 
stituency alone would run up nearly 
to four hundred thousand dollars or 
| nearly half the amount the govern- 
ment will turn over to patriotic pur- 
poses. There are some twelve other 
constituencies in Alberta, so the farin- 
jer can easily see the joker in the pa- 
triotic fund tax. 

However the government must have 
the money, and direct taxation is the 
only manner in which they can raise 
it now. All available resources have

It is not our intention to give any de- 
tailed account of the various annual 
hay and pasture crops that are grown 
in the different parts of the Dominion 
We simply wish to call attention in 
a general way to their importance, the 
more as the indications are that it may 
be in the farmers interests to use an- 
nual hay and pasture crops o a grea- 
ter extent the coming season than ever 
before. 

When it comes to the question of 
what kinds of annual hay and pasture 
crops are likely to prove most pro- 
fitable, we would first of all give 
this advice: Do not take a chance 
with crops, that are not sufficiently 
well known. 

Especially during the last few 
years, a number of southern forage 
plants have been widely advertised as 
gold mines for Canadian farmers. 
Their wonderful yields and excellent 
qualities in general have sbeen vivid- 
‘ly described and as a result, quite " 
interest has been taken in rae 
The forage plants referred to may be 
all what they are claimed to be inthe 
south, but when they are grown as 
far north as Canada, their yielding 
powers are generally sadly disappoin- 
ting. Some of them may have some 
value in certain very restricted local- 
ities and may be used for special pur- 
poses but, generally speaking, their 
general usefullness is very limited. 

It is our opinion that. at present, 
we cannot afford to take pny gam- 
bling chances with crops thai we are 
not siire will pfove successful. And 
really, there is no necessity for do- 
ing it, as there are a large number of 
annual crops that are known to be 
excellent for pasture crops, either 
alone or mixed with peas or vetches.
